A strong disposition being maunifested by the
Deuooratio parly to staud by it old land-
marks, it may not ba amiss to recal!l attention
to sowe of the usages and doctrines to which it
may eafely adhiers tu the action of the present
National Convention.

With regard to the manner of making the
pominatious there ig no ditlerence of opinion,
that we are awara of, in respect to the time-
Lonored rule which makes the votes of two-
thirds of the delegates necessary to delermine
who shall be the candidates. This rule is
founded in reason, and probably will never
be departed from 80 long as the De
mooratic organization exists. It rests npon
the principle that the minority Las rights
which the meajority is bound to respsot

It is a pafeguard against rash innovations,
aud againgt the premature adoption of reforms
to which the party bas not been fully edu-
cated, There are great cardinal principles on
which the party has always been agreed, and
a majority bas no right to innovate on those
principles, if the dissenters are nearly as
pumerous &5 the advocates, It is wiser to
apply this test to the candidates than to the
piatiorm, for platforms are often ambiguous;
bat thers may be ocandidates whose nomioa-
tion wounld ipevitably commit the party to a
novel policy. The nomination of Mr. Pendle-
ton, for example, no matter upon what plat-
form, would cut the party looss from its old
moorings as a bard-money party, which is too
great an innovation to be made by a bare wa-
jority of the delegates attending one National
Convention.

The nowination of Judge Chase, to take
another example, wonld commit the party to
an indorgement of negro suflrage, which again
would be too violent an iunovation to be
accomplished by a bare majoricy. Dy a dex-
terons choice of phraseology it is always easy
enongh to draw up a platform to which no-
budy in the party will objeot, but the public
record of a candidate ig a thiog which cannot
be obrenred. The two thirds rule is an effse-
tual barrier to fivtul or ill-advised changes, and
even Lo wholesome chapges whose premature
adoption would split the party.

It onr have been reversed by in-
veatigation, it s probable that the =ame facts
which bave conviunced us of the propriety of
guch a graut may convince others.

The Uemstock Liode is, geologically, alissure
vein (or chase created by a voleanic couval-
gion, rending the earth's orust and filling the
rent by injection from below) filled with mine-
ral quarts bearing both gold and silver in the
proportion of 2 in silver to §1 of gold, It ap-
prars npon the rarfao: for several hundred feet
in width and several miles in length, running
north aud gouth, and dipping, at an angle of
40 degrees, to an indefinits depth.  Upon this
ledge, some thirty or forty mining companies
bave clanus, forty-seven shafts have been
sunk, some of them to a depth of ¢ight hon-
dred or unine bundred feet, and within six
years past over S50,000,000 of gold and silver
buliiou have been extracted, while the present
annnal yield excesds 216,000,000, Dot the
Liest geologists certify that the Comstock is a
larger and wore regular and permanent
vein than either the great Potosi mine of
Bolivia. which yielded £1,200,000,000, the
Veta Madre of Guoanajnato, 300,000,000, or
the Veln Grande of Zacateoas, S050,000,000—
the two last being the richest mines of Maxico.
It is fair to nssume that the wealth of the
Comstock Lode bhas only been tapped at the
surface; and yet the shares of the mining com-
pauies are declining in valne, the mines are
upon the verge of suspending operations, and,
if nnapsisted by the Government, must shortly
reach the limit beyond which every dollar of
ore extrected will cost more than a dollar to
extract. Thia iz becanse, first, as the shafts
descend, the cost of pumping up the water,
expelling the foul vapors, and raising the ore,
increases in almost geometrical ratio; and,
gecondly, the companies working separately
are each compelled to pay for separate engines,
works, fires, and to sustain a separate sget of
workmen and oflicers. The expense of each
company draining its own mine exceeds any
coni olidated system which world drain all
the mines, as in a oity the expenze of each
honseholder building his own water-
works, sewers, gas-works, eto., wonld ex-
oeed the expense of having water, gas, and
sewerage, furnished by one sonrce. These
expenses bave 0 increased that the three
hundred tons of gold and silver extracted last
year, worth 16,000,000, were mined at a coat
of §15,500,000, leaving only §500,000 profit,
which wounld beé a very moderate interest on
the capital invested. Indeed, ocareful
computations show that the shafts cannot be
gnuplk to a depth of ons thounzand nine hun-
dred feet without imcreasing the cost of
pumnping to five willion dollars per annam,
apd that, lemg ULefore this stage should be
reached, the works will have to be th”j’
abaudored, Nor is the increase in expense
the only objection to pumping. The pumping
works introduce into the mines a vast quantity
of wood-work and machivery, which soon rots
and wears out, and requires replacing. Mean
while, the miues are always heated, damp, and
dangerons to the lives of the miners; while
any cessation In the exhausting and profitless
labor of pumpivg fills np the mines and de-
stroya the resnlts of the capitul and labor pre
viouely expended.

The EButro Tuonnel Company proposes to
drain the mives, both of water and ore, by a
nearly borizontal toonel, seven miles long,
ropning from the base of the monotain and
stiiking the lode &b & point 2000 fest below the
surface, with side gallenes so constroeted as to
gerve all the companies operatiog on the lode,
The tupuel would be twelve feet in width and
ten in belght, which wonld afford sufficient
gpuce for a rallroad for ore each way, aud the
Eliedam of Wxler lm-im'm-.l.lh‘ with & descent of
ove inch per huodred feet, The moment the
tunuel is complete, it draing and ventilates all
the mwines perfectly by the foree of gravity.

Such enterprises are familiar to the miners
of Kurope, Little Saxony has coustructed
more than a hondred miles of miniog tunnel;
Hanoverrvearly as much., Bowe of their tun-
nels are uine or ten miles in lepgth, The
Sutro Tonnel will plerce thres or fonr conside-
rable lodes Lofore striking the Comstock, and
tiue smount of mineral wealth which it will
make avallable is almost inealonlable. It is
reasonable to U ppase that it will inorease the
production of the Comstock Lode slons to
#h0, 000 000 & year, From the great depth at
which it gtrikes the lode, it will drain the
mives for a huvdred years, The Tanusl Com-
pany bas obiaiped agreements from the pro-
prietors of all the miues to be drained, for the
payment of a royalty of %2 per ton on all ore
exiracted after the tonnel gtrikes the lode;
which wounld Insure the Company an income,
it is believed, of 82 000,000 per year, the whole
of which I8 pledged to the payment of the
Govervuest bonds loaned to ald thewompany.
It Is expected that the tunnel would bw com-
